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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9-14, 16-18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Yamauchi (USPN 5,113,964) 

Yannauchi shows a vehicle with a frame, a front wheel 22, rear wheel 17, a seat, 
an engine 1, transmission 3-16 (shown in Figure 3), a crank shaft 2 and an output shaft 
(unnumbered) from the transmission. A rear swing arm (unnumbered, but shown in 
Figure 7 surrounded by chain 16) has a pivot axis that is coaxial with the output shaft 
from the transmission. Engine mounts (unnumbered, but shown in Figures 1 and 3 at 
the extreme front and rear ends of the engine casing) connect the engine and 
transmission to the frame. At the rear end of the engine casing 32 is an engine mount 
(unnumbered) positioned between reduction gearing 15 and chain 16. It includes a 
bearing for supporting an output shaft (unnumbered) that supports a drive sprocket that 
contact the drive chain 16. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 5, 15, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yamauchi in view of Alba (USPN 4,421,195). 

Yamaushi shows all of the claimed features except an engine mount that isolates 
vibration between the engine and the frame. 

Alba shows an engine mounted via mounts 3 that include vibration isolators 5. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide vibration 
isolators in the engine mounts, as taught by Alba, in order to reduce the transmission of 
vibrations between the engine and the frame.

5. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 9-20 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
